In Damascus, Syria, Arab foreign ministers 
agreed on a long-term regional security plan: Egyp- 
tian and Syrian troops will guard the gulf oil states. 
Their agreement also called for a U.N. peace con- 
ference on the Middle East. 


Later this week, Secretary of State James A. 
Baker III travels to the Mideast to meet with both 
the Arabs and Israelis to discuss the region’s fu- 
ture.

Economy, crime 
focus of Bush’s 
domestic agenda

WASHINGTON — President 
Bush on Wednesday night urged 
Congress to speed action on his do- 
mestic agenda, calling for passage 
within 100 days of an anti-crime bill 
and a measure to improve the na- 
tion’s highway system. 

In his speech hailing the allied 
victory over Iraq in the Persian 
Gulf War, Bush also called for en- 
actment of legislation on energy, 
education and civil rights. 

Bush urged lawmakers to aban- 
don efforts to save unneeded mili- 
tary bases, and to end their “micro- 
management” of foreign policy. 

“It’s time to rise above the 
parochial and the pork barrel,” he 
said. 

“Our first priority is to get this 
economy rolling again,” the presi- 
dent said in his address to a joint 


session of Congress. 

He offered no anti-recession pro- 
grams, and urged Americans to 
“lend, spend and invest.” 

Echoing statements made by 
Federal Reserve Board Chairman 
Alan Greenspan, he voiced confi- 
dence that business prospects will 
improve dramatically now “the 
fear and uncertainty of war” have 
passed. 

Senate Majority Leader George 
Mitchell, D-Maine, said, “We wel- 
come the president’s willingness to 
join us in moving aggressively on 
domestic issues. 

“We Democrats will continue to 
address the needs of the American 
family in jobs, education and health 
care.” 

He noted past disagreement 
with the administration on civil 
rights issues, and said he hoped ac- 
cord could be found. 


Doctor admits to helping 
cancer patientin suicide

BOSTON — Diane was worried 
about a long and painful death from 
leukemia when her doctor agreed to 
help her commit suicide. 

She had refused chemotherapy be- 
cause the chance of cure seemed slim. 

When the time for dying finally 
came, she wanted to go quickly. So 
after long talks, Diane’s doctor wrote 
a prescription for sleeping pills and 
told her how many she needed to kill 
herself. Cases like this probably are 
not rare in medicine. But no one really 
knows, because physicians rarely 
speak of such things, even to each 


other. This case is different. 

The doctor who helped Diane end 
her suffering described how and why 
he did it in an essay in Thursday’s 
New England Journal of Medicine. 
Dr. Timothy E. Quill, an internist at 
the University of Rochester, said he 
decided to tell his story because he 
wants to bring the discussion of death 
and suffering into the open. 

“We can’t do that without talking 
about real examples,” he said in an 
interview. 

His patient, identified only as Di- 
ane, was 45 when she said goodbye to 
her husband and son and then died

Palestinians assaulted in Kuwait 


Resistance says itis only returning Gulf War hostilities

KUWAIT CITY — Kuwaiti army and resistance 
personnel are beating scores of Palestinians sus- 
pected of collaborating with oceupying Iraqi sol- 
diers, hospital and resistance officials said Wednes- 
day. 

Palestinians have been burned with cigarettes, 
hit with typewriters and chairs and had their fin- 
gernails pulled out, according to those familiar with 
the beatings. At least 4,000 Palestinian and other 


suspected collaborators have been jailed since last: 


Wednesday, when allied forces chased Iraqi in- 
vaders out of Kuwait, according to resistance offi- 
cials manning three police stations. 

“What we are giving them is nothing compared to 
what we got from the Iraqis,” said Aziz Ghuloum, a 
resistance fighter in charge of a police station in the 
Abiya section of Kuwait City. 

A 22-year-old Palestinian medical student at 
Mubarak Al-Kabeer Hospital said five Palestinians 
with bullet wounds to the head or chest have been 


brought to the hospital since the Iraqi pullout. 

Since then, he said he has treated between 35 and 
40 Palestinians beaten up by the resistance and the 
army, and heard of about 20 more cases. 

Officials at three police stations and two hospitals 
told similar stories of Kuwaiti retribution against 
the Palestinian community for its perceived sup- 
port of Saddam Hussein. Resistance fighters said 
their victims profited from the invasion by doing 
business with Iraqis and stealing Kuwaiti prop- 
erty. 
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Prime Minister quits; India politics in turmoil

NEW DELHI, India— Prime Min- 
ister Chandra Shekhar resigned in 
anger Wednesday, accusing former 
premier Rajiv Gandhi of betrayal and 
making new elections a virtual cer- 
tainty. 

A veteran politician but a novice in 
the top circles of government, Chan- 
dra Shekhar lasted three months as 
head of a minority government in the 
world’s largest democracy. 


Gandhi, 46, is the heir to the prime 
ministerial dynasty of Jawaharlal 
Nehru and Indira Gandhi. He was the 
man who made Chandra Shekhar 
prime minister. Exuding confidence 
about his chances of recapturing the 
office he lost 15 months ago, Gandhi 
was the man who broke Chandra 
Shekhar by withholding the support 
needed to pass bills in Parliament. 

Six hours after the prime minister 
announced his resignation, Gandhi’s 
Congress Party declared it wanted

War's end could aid economic recovery 


WASHINGTON — Federal Reserve Chairman Alan Greenspan, in a cau- 
tiously upbeat assessment, said Wednesday the end of the Persian Gulf War 
had removed a “troublesome uncertainty” overhanging the U.S. economy. 

Greenspan said there was not yet firm evidence the recession was at an end. 
But he said a variety of factors, including the end to the war, lower interest 
rates and falling energy prices, should help to bolster consumer and business 
confidence in coming months. : 

“A number of elements appear to be moving into place that should enhance 
prospects for recovery,” Greenspan told members of the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Greenspan’s comments were viewed by financial markets as a signal that the 
central bank has decided to delay any further credit easing while awaiting 
future economic reports. 

The central bank, under pressure from the Bush administration, began in 
late October an aggressive easing campaign in an effort to fight the recession. 
The effort pushed banks’ prime lending rate down by a full percentage point 
and helped to send long-term mortgage rates to their lowest levels since early 
1987. 

Some analysts said Greenspan’s comments may mean the Fed will wait until 
it sees post-war economic data in March before making any changes in interest 
rates. 


43 feared dead in Venezuelan air-erash 


CARACAS, Venezuela — A Venezuelan domestic jet carrying 43 people 
Wednesday crashed in the mountains southwest of Caracas. 

Authorities said there apparently were no survivors. 

The DC-9 twin-engine Aeropostal jet disappeared Tuesday afternoon en 
route to Santa Barbara from Maracaibo. The distance between the cities is 
about 135 miles. 

Authorities feared a hijacking because no trace of the plane had been found 
on the route between the oil city of Maracaibo and Santa Barbara. 

Franklin Rodriguez, manager of the Aeropostal in Maracaibo, said a search 
team was on its way to the remote Andean region known as “Paramo Los 
Torres,” about 350 miles southwest of Caracas. 

“The preliminary information we have indicates that there are no sur- 
vivors,” Rodriguez told the Radio-Caracas Television network. 

The 43 on board were all believed to be Venezuelans. 


8,000 reportedly fleeing Albania for Italy 


VIENNA, Austria — Albanians crowded onto ships sailing for Italy on 
Wednesday, and police fired over the heads of thousands of others who 
mobbed Tirana’s embassy row seeking exit visas to leave the Balkan nation. 

The crowds had gathered outside the French, German, Greek, Polish, 
Czechoslovak missions, drawn by spurious rumors of wholesale visa 
giveaways. Police fired warning shots and doused people with water cannons. 

In Durres, Albania’s main port, thousands of people ignored police warning 
shots Wednesday and boarded the 11,000-ton ship, Tirana, which they forced 
to sail for Italy, the state news agency ATA said. 

Ben Ruka, a journalist with opposition newspaper Democratic Revival, 
estimated by telephone from Tirana that up to 20,000 people left Durres, 
following in the footsteps of thousands who left through the port last week. 

Late Wednesday, Italy appeared to be taking steps to halt the flow, barring 
6,000 Albanians who had arrived from leaving their ships. 


Aspirin reduces risk of 2nd heart attack 


ATLANTA — An analysis of more than 200 studies of aspirin shows 
conclusively that it can cut the risk of a second heart attack or stroke by 25 
percent, researchers said Wednesday. The researchers argued forcefully for 
wider use of aspirin, which they say would save the lives of many of the more 
than 10 million Americans who have had heart attacks or strokes. 

“This is one of the most well-worked out areas in medicine,” said one of the 
directors of the study, Richard Peto of Oxford University. “The curse is that 
the drug is so bloody cheap that nobody takes it seriously. 

“Routine practice in many areas is the exact opposite of what patients need. 
The patients aren’t getting protected.” 

“T completely agree with what’s been said,” added Dr. Eugene Passamani, 
director of heart disease research at the government’s National Heart, Lung 
and Blood Institute. 


Hair sprays banned in Florida schools 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. — The never-ending quest: for “big hair” 
created with the help of spray has raised a cloud of controversy as middle 
school students smuggle in the contraband cosmetic. About a third of Broward 
County’s 29 middle schools prohibit hair spray on campus, but students say 
hard-core users are still smuggling it in. 

“They’re constantly in the bathroom with hair spray,” said Christine Sel- 
vaggi, a seventh-grader at Seminole Middle School in Plantation. “Some kids 
complained because it leaves a terrible smell in there. We’re really not 
supposed to, but everybody brings it in anyway.”

WASHINGTON — President Bush marked a trium- 
phant end to the war in the Persian Gulf on Wednesday 
night, but said, “Our commitment to peace in the Middle 
East does not end with the liberation of Kuwait.” He said 
“the time has come to put an end to the Arab-Israeli 


conflict.” 


In a speech prepared for a joint session of Congress, 
Bush said, “As president, I can report to the nation: 
aggression is defeated. The war is over.” 

Bush said the U.S. forces in the gulf fought with honor 
and valor. Excerpts of his address were released in ad- 


vance. 


The end of the 42-day war with Iraq signals the begin- 
ning of a troop withdrawal from the gulf. The White 
House said the president will personally greet some of the 
returning forces, either in communities around the coun- 


try or at military bases. 


With the war won, Bush said four challenges remain: 

— Creation of “shared security arrangements” for the 
Middle East. He said America and the allies who opposed 
Saddam Hussein would “serve as a force for peace and 


security in the region.”

Gold medal swimmer 
speaks on respiration

Four-time Olympic medalist 
Nancy Hogshead, at one time the 
No. 1 ranked swimmer in the world, 
also has asthma. 

Hogshead was diagnosed with 
asthma after she missed winning her 
fourth gold medal by seven 100ths of 
a second, and a chance to tie the 
record for the number of gold medals 
won by a female swimmer. 

Speaking to groups across the 
country, she visited Utah Valley Re- 
gional Medical Center in Provo on 
Wednesday, to share her personal 
account and remind people that early 
prevention is the key to dealing with 
asthma. 

“This whole time I thought I 
wasn’t using proper breathing tech- 
niques and here it turns out I had 
asthma!” Hogshead said. 

She began swimming when her 
parents bought a boat and wanted to 
“drown-proof the kids.” Starting in 
seventh grade, she swam five hours 
a day and by the age 14 was ranked 
No. 1 in the world. 

She didn’t realize she had a medi- 
cal problem until the Olympics. 
While swimming her final event, she 
suddenly felt a strong contraction in 
her chest which caught her off guard 
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miss the gold me ‘i 

A dottor who attended the 
Olympic event noticed her heavy 
breathing and encouraged her to 
take some tests. After the diagno- 
sis, her daily life routine changed. 

“T thought it was just the normal 
routine for me to get bronchitis two 
or three times a year and pass out at 
least once a year during practice. I 
also didn’t think much of the 
swelling of my legs and chest, think- 
ing it was all part of an athlete’s way 
of life,” Hogshead said. 

“After I found out I had asthma, a 
lot of people told me I was lucky I 
didn’t know I had asthma before I 
went to the Olympics. This really 
upset me because of the stigma at- 
tached to being asthmatic.” 

“There’s nothing wrong with hav- 
ing asthma. It’s just like having bad 
eyes, So you wear eye glasses. With 
asthma, all you need to do is take 
medicine and keep healthy.” 

Asthma will restrict  people’s 
life if they let it. There is no such 
thing as an “asthma attack.” 
Asthma has a building up process 
that starts out with simple things 
such as constantly clearing the 
throat and sighing heavily. When 
people know they have asthma ig- 
noring it won’t make it go away.

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Experts give advice to hinder car theft

Because Provo and Orem are not immune to auto 
theft and burglary, several experts have offered 
advice on what owners can do to help make their 


automobiles more crime proof. 


“First of all, don’t put valuables where they can 
be seen,” said Karen Morales, crime prevention 
officer for the Provo City Police Department. 

People should never leave things like purses or 
wallets on car seats, said Set. Doug Edwards of the 
Orem Department of Public Safety. Items like 
briefcases and typewriters should be put in the 


trunk. 


“T estimate 75 percent of the cars burglarized in 
Orem are burglarized because they weren’t locked. 
If you keep your car locked and you don’t have 
anything attractive in sight, you'll probably never 


be burglarized,” Edwards said. 


Since many, burglaries occur in large or under- 
ground parking lots, people should park their cars 
around the perimeter of the lot where they are 
more visible, rather than in the middle, Morales 


said. 


“Avoid underground parking if possible,” she 


said.

One effective prevention device is a steering 
wheel lock, said Ken Millett, manager of Checker 
Auto Works in Provo. The lock is a bar that at- 
taches to the steering wheel and prevents it from 


turning. 


Another anti-theft device is a switch or lock, 
separate from the ignition, which prevents the en- 
gine from being started, Morales said.

Utah County will hold a $7.7 million 
general obligation bond election on 
April 9 to determine the outcome of 
the proposed Utah Valley Special 
Events Center at Utah Valley Com- 
munity College. 

The Utah County Commission 

passed a resolution Wednesday au- 
thorizing the election. Bob Wright, of 
Orem, attacked the resolution, telling 
the commission he opposes the bond- 
ing proposal and the election because 
property owners don’t need addi- 
tional tax burdens and people aren’t 
interested in special elections. 
_ “T strongly oppose special elections 
in the middle of the year and on such 
short notice for bonding or tax in- 
creases on the citizens,” Wright said. 
“AS far as I am concerned, special 
elections are a deliberate attempt by 
elected officials to deceive and pull a 
fast one over on the taxpayers.” 

Commissioner Malcolm Beck said 
that is not the case. “My position is 


voters should have the right to vote 
yea or nay on the issue,” Beck said. 

The funding must be resolved be- 
fore July in order to plan for the build- 
ing. Otherwise, the election would be 
placed on the general election ballot in 
November, Beck said. 

Wright said he is not necessarily 
against the events center, but doesn’t 
want it paid for by property taxes. He 
said the county should use the one 
percent hotel and restaurant tax 
passed by the legislature to pay for 
the center. 

Beck said the commission intends 
to implement that tax once it is signed 
into law. He said the bonds could be 
paid off with revenues from this tax, 
leaving property taxes unaffected. 

Commissioner Gary Herbert said 
there could be opposition to the tax, 
but that option would be discussed at 
a future commission meeting, if Gov. 
Norman Bangerter signs the bill. 

Such a tax is expected to bring op- 
position from restaurant owners. Stu- 
dents may also be hit because of their
